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Evans Had a Master Mind. 

Evans joined the society two years 
after its inception. He had a master 
mind, and soon grasped the possibilities 
of such an organization. He quickly 
ousted the originator, John Hadley, and 
became secretary. In England it is the 
Secretary who hoids the reins of general 
manager, not the president. Evans was 
the dominant power for nearly twenty- | 
five years. It was he who threw aside’ 
the local envfronment idea and said, “Wa | 
will take in the Brit!sh workman through- 
out Britain.” He did. Advertisements 
were inserted jn provincial, Welsh Arish 
and Scottish papers, setting forth the!

manent sick benefit pay. 

The members’ children are also taken 
care of, for they can join the juvenile 
department, from six years of age to 
nineteen, at a cost of from 25 cents to 
$1 per quarter. Should a member reside 
permanently in the British colonies, the 
I'nited States or any foreign country, he 
loses his sick benefits, but Is entitled t- 
the funeral and some of the other. bene- 
fits.

But whereas the geologist chiefly 
concerned with the history of life on the

It is essentially a 
working-class district, and the entrance 
to the little church, where M. Wagner 
ministers, ts in a court yard, noisy with 
the soundg of labor, ang given up to 
the manufacture of bronzes and artistic 
objects. I had the curiosity to observe 
the elongated apartment, seating four 
hundred people, where M. le Pasteur 
leads hig flock, each Sunday, into the 
green pastures of Scriptural truth and | 
consolation. This has he done for five 
ang twenty years, with such success thai 
the fold has become too amall for the 
sheep. After next Sunday the church is 
to be removed to another street in the 
same neighborhood, where is accommoda- 
tion for a thousand persons. 

A fascinating personality is this fisher 
of souls, Charles Wagner. His face is 
weatherbeaten and strong looking; you 
would say a sort of spiritual Bismarck, 
a Stanley exploring in darkest Paris, pos- 
sessing the traits of John the Baptist. 
He laughed in excuse for his tanneg com- 
iplexion. “I look Hke a ‘cocher,’ come 
now?” he said as a direct challenge. 

Nhe face lights singularly in conversa- 
tion. The look of the iron chancellor, of 
the wrestler with the blind forces of a 
great continent, pass into the tenderness 
of a humanitarian; the eyes of brown 
melt into an appeal that must have its | 
effect when wedded to the winged ora- 
tory of the pulpit. M. Wagner speaks 
English and is delighted to exercise his 
faculty; yet he has never visited Bng- 
land.

His knowledge of the idiom was 
gained to serve him in his travels in the 
states, where, as everyone remembers, his 
success was very gveat.

Birmingham, Ala, July 28.—(Special.)— 
What of disfranchisement in Alabama? 
The question is made particularly perti- 
nent by the recent announcement in The 
Atianta Journal that “Mr. Smith has 
‘made it plain that he favors the Alabama 
law.” 

Mr, Smit’, himself has referred vaguely 
to favoring some law similar to that of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. He has not 
made himself very definice upon the char- 
acter of law he would foist upon the peo- 
pie of Georgia save in that reference to 
these six states indicates clearly that the 
basis of his proposed law would be an ed- 
ucational test, since this is about the only 
‘thing in common between the laws of 
these states cited. Not so very long ago 
The Journal made grave announcement 
that Mr. Smith ‘‘would under no circum- 
siances commit himself to any specific 
law,” and he himself seems to prefer to 
deal in generalities. At first it was ‘al! 
North Carolina.’’ There has_ been a re- 
cent rehashing of the olg stuff from the 
Tar Heel State, and it was in connection 
with its discussion of North Carolina and 
the North Carolina brand of statesman- 
ship that the solemn announcement was 
made of Mr. Smith’s prefererice for the 
Alabama law.

Stopped by Rebellion. 


It appears that the Alvaro revolution, 
which resulted im the overthrow of Senor 
Garcia, ended the negotiations. The offi- 
cial papers call Senor Garcia and his 
minister traitors for trying to sell part 
of the mational territory. 

The negotiations with France are said to 
have been interrupted owing to the belief 
that the United States would not con- 
sent to a European power acquiring the 
islands. 

A meeting was held at Quito, the capt- 
tal, last night to protest against the 
action taken by Senor Garcia and his 
ministers. 

The Galapagos islands are a group in 
the Pacific belonging to Ecuador, on and 
near the equator, 730 miles west of the 
coast of Ecuador. They consist of thir- 
teen islands, the largest, Albemarle 
island, being 60 miles in- length. On 
Charles island a small colony of Ecua- 
dorans was established, forming a pena! 
settlement, and this island contains most 
of the population, which hardly exceeds 
400.

Protest Was Made. 

As early as February, 1906, it was re- 
ported that the United States would ac- 
quire the Galapagos isiands, which 
caused the minister of Ecuador at Paris 
to protest against the reports 
that his government preposed = to 
sell the islands. He said that while 
the question of the sale of the Galapagos, 
the possession of which owing to their 
strategical position near Panama, was 
greatly coveted, had been discussed in 
Ecquadoran official and press circles, no 
offer for their disposal had been formu. 
lated.
